The  convention  board  purchased  the 
pnqierty'in  die  1950s  at  a  federal  govern¬ 
ment  auction,  reriamed  it  Gmfshore 
Assembly,  and  utilized  the  existing 
Academy  structures  until  Hurricane 
Camille  leveled  it  in  1969.  It  was  rebuilt  in 
the  early  19708  and  suffered  damage  in 
several  nurricanes  before  it  was  again 
destroyed,  diis  time  by  Hurricane  Katrina.

KARACHL  Pakistan  (BP)  —  TVro 
Chrtotian  girls,  daugjhters  of  a  Pakistani 
pastor  have  been  rescued  after  more 
toan  a  month  of  captivity  as  sex  slaves 
to  Muslim  lawyers  m  Kandd,  Pakistan. 

Accordh^to  International  Christian 
Concern  (KX),  a  human  rights  organi¬ 
zation  foojsed  (»i  Christiims  who  m 
persecuted  for  toeir  faith,  Parvisha 
Aiam,  age  18,  and  her  14-yearHdd  sis¬ 
ter  Sanrnn  of  Gupanwala,  Pakistan, 
were  abducted  Nov.  12  by  a  neighbor 
Muhuamad  Irfan,  wIk>  offered  them 
training  to  cosmetology  and  Jobs  to  his 
beauty  salon. 

When  Irten  arrived  to  take  toe  girls  to 
his  dfiop,  he  and  an 
Muhammed  kMtooob,  reporiedly  gave
